It was said the losses included stocx 
certificates valued at $15,000, $3,300 in 
Liberty bonds, and from the. offiée 
safe of Lloyd’s Américan Yacht Registry 
and Register of Shipping at 17 Battery 
Place. This robbery was reported to the 
police at the Old Slip Station by Robert 
P.. Hutuchingon, Secretary of Lioyd’s, 
who said the safe had been opened by 
skillful operation of the safe combina- 
tion. The stolen stock certificates can- 
not be disposed of in the market. To 
realize on them the thieves must forge 
the names of the owners for transfer of 
the certificates.

French President Declares Only 
Lasting Union of Two Nations Can 
Assure Their Peace and Freedom. 





POINTE. DE GRAVE, France, Sept. 
(Associated. Press.)-—-France paid 
lasting tribute today to America’s ac- 
tive entry into the great war by laying 
the cornerstone of a monument here 
commemorating the landing on the. spot 
of the first cortingent of American 
troops in 1917. Appropriate speeches by 
President Poincaré and Hugh C..Wal- 
lace, the American Antbassador, .were 
the chief features of the exercises, ap- 
propriately held on the birthday of

New Invention to Prevent Harbor 
Collisions Successfully Tried 
Out by the Navy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—Earl C. Han- 


son, an inventor of Los Angeles, it was 
announced here today, had invented an 





fog, which, according to those who have 
examined the —— promises to 
make ocean travel free from ali, dan- 
gers of collision due to fogs, if further 
tests prove as satisfactory as previous 
experiments. 

Experts in the navy are impressed 
with~the invention.

NEW DISEASES SPREADING 
Bernard Horwich . Tells. of High 
Prices for Food and Cloth- 

Ing in Cities. 


Bernard Horwich of Chicago, who has]. 


returned from several months of inves- 
tigation in Poland as a Commissioner 
for American Jewish Relief agenciés, in 
a statement made yesterday through thé 
American Jewish Relief Committee, 
summarized the results of his trip and 
described the condition of the Jewish 
population. in Poland. 

Approximately 25 per cent. of the peo- 
plein Poland: today owe their lives to 
relief shinments from the United States, 
said. Mr. Horwich. In -spite™ of. these 
shipments the Jewish population is 25 
per cent: less than the pre-war popula- 
tion. Infant mortality in the last two 
or three years has been heavy, be said, 
and few children under six ‘have sur- 
yived.. The number of orphans’ in War- 
saw and ‘the four or five cities in the 
immediate vicinity is estimated at 40,000; 
and typhus and other. diséases are still 
taking thousands: of victims. .As a re- 
sult, according to Mr.: Horwich,. new 
diseases, previously unknown to medical 
sciencé, have déveloped to an alarming 
extent. ; 

** Insanity is repiieted on the ibcrease,”’ 
he went.on. ‘‘ Suppliés are. available in 
Poland only to thosé°who possess means. 
Prices are from two to thrée times 
higher than in the United States. Wear- 
ing apparel is just. as urgently needed 
as food, a large number being prevented 
from seeking employment by the lack of 
clothing and shoes. 

* There is almost‘a total lack of drugs 
of any kind in hospitals and dispensaries. 
Most of the linen and other -materials 
were used’ up’ for shrouds to “bury the 
dead, and now: pieces of rags, washéd 
and cleaned, are patched together and 
uscd: by the surgeons -in performing 
operations. The Gonditions in the exist- 
ing hospitals are so deplorable that we 
can hardly term them hospitals at all: 
There is _a.great scarcity of houses and 
other kinds of habitation. 
eight to fourteen people living in one 
or two rooms, men, women, and-children 
packed together... A» great “many are 
dwelling in dugouts, barns, freight cars, 
and so on.

That the low scale of salaries paid 
American army officers is rapidly..forc- 
ing a. crisis that will demand ‘speedy 
action to permit the War Department to 
maintain a sufficient commissioned per- 
sonnel for even the smallest peace-time’ 
armiés is indicated by demobilization 
records at Camp Dix,.where about 19,000. 
officers have been discharged from the 
service since. the signing of the” armi- 
stice. Out. of the 19,000 officers.sent to 
Camp Dix for discharge. only about 800 
applied for retention, and-a considerable 
percentage of these’ have since recon- 
sidered their applications for financial 
reasons, 

Facts’ revealed by the’ records: show 
that ‘the low ‘pay is depriving the Gov-: 
ernment of the services of thousands.of 
young officers who enlisted for the 
emérgency and made good-*‘ over there,” 
and also robbing» the army of trained 
West Pointers because theée men find 
that they are unable to meet the de- 
mands. of, their official position and 
meet family expenses at present salaries, 
Many of the men who-have been deco- 
fated. for valor point out that it takes 
more than personal courage for. them to 
put their families up against the.

but did all they could ¢o impede soldiers 
who did dig the graves. That statement 
igs a deliberate falsehood, In the first 
place, the disnater oocurréd on. May 7, 
1915, and it was only efter, and as a di- 
rect consequence of, the Savage repres- 
sion of the Easter Wood rebellion. when 
it occurred in: 1916 that the Sinn Fein 
policy. spread throughout the country, 
for before that it was hardly known at 
all, and the rebellion, when it occurred, 
was very largely condemned. The truth 
of the matter is this: 

The Lusitania disaster was the first, 
and by far the biggest, of the inhuman 
outrages by German submarines in this 
locality with which, alas, we were after- 
ward so familiar. It came as an abso- 
lute surprise, and the arrangements for 
the reception and relief of survivors 
‘were not so completé as on subsequent 
occasions. The military ~ authorities 
naturally took control. Such a thing as 
the digging of graves for close on two 
hundred victims at very’ short notice 
was an impossibility for the few grave- 
diggers employed at the local cemetery: 
Queenstown is not a. large town and 





there are no supplies of surplus labor 
available, and #0 soldiers were sent to 
dig the graves, not througl any cal- 
ousness or opposition om the part of 
the (then nonexistent) Sinn Feiners— 
for without exception every one ih the 
town did all they could to. help—put 
simply. a& part of official arrange- 
ments for the fune and hecause no 
one elge was available.

The British Empire has sontracted a 
War-debt of £8,470,000,000. Of this co- 
loses] total the United Kingdom owes 
£7,800,000,000, The balance of the debt 
is split up as follows: Canada, £800,000,- 
000; Australia, £800000,000; Naw. Zea- 
land, £70,000,000; South Africa, £20,000,- 
000; India and other dependencies; 
£26@,000,000. | ; : 

The dominions and dependencits owe 
Britein: £171,000,000 of the sums set 
against then, and of the whole totel 
Britain herself owed £645,000,000 prioz, to 
the great war. 

On the other, side of the ledger is an 
amount due to Great Britain by the 
Allies of £1,629,000,000. .The value of 
thie debt is problematical. 

Australia has now submitted to the

@ soheme for pooling the war debt of 
the whole empire contracted during the 
great war, This totale £7,584,000,000. 

W. Ai Watt, Acting Prime Minister of 
Australia, in outlining the proposal of 
the.

Infant Mortality. 

The .population of. a country depends 
obviously on -its: birth rate. and on its 
death rate. The. mortality during the 
first year after birth ‘is greater than at 
any other. age... Moreover, the mortality 
of the first three: months after birth is 
greater than during the = other nine 
The mortality during the first 
month ‘after birth is the greatest of all. 

While one cannot ‘in conscience admit 
that if. few children are born they 
should receive greater care than if they 
were more numerous, one must! deal 
with conditions as they are. .Also, no, 
one can possibly estimate nor has any 
one the right to judge the relative value 
of .the life of the, unborn. as compared 
with the:*new-born... To have birth 
prenatal existence must. be. safeguarded. 
Society makes its .martidgeiaws “and 
attempts to protect the Aife-of its mem- 
bers in its every stage, ~its 4 how - 
ever, is limited by nature itself as “well 
as by its own varying (opinion «and 
Ppower.. France facing depopulation can 
at most only appeal to the sentiments 
of her people for an increased birth- 
rate. It is chiefly an appeal to patriot- 
ism, the nearest approach perhaps to 
that of parenthood. When, however, 
she turns her, attention to the care of 
children already born, her success is 
phenomenal, she becomes the pacemaker 
-ef the world. If she cannot have many 
‘ehildren she will do her utmost to save 
those who are born to her. 











T’"The hospital-of Les Enfants Assistes 
Tin’ Paris is the. centre of activities which 


have to do with sick children ‘generally, 
and especially with the care and rearing 
of children. It is the symbolic if’ not 
the lineal descendant ofthe work 
founded by St. ‘Vincent de Paul about 
1640. Even during the war lectures on 
child welfare were resumed, “so our 
enemies cannot think they have -dis- 
turbed our social life to the point that 
teaching of essentials such as child- 
rearing was suspended.”’ 

The chief of the Institute of Child 

elfare ig. .this hospital is Dr. G. 

riot, the:leading ‘pediatrist ir France: 
In wartime he was a member of the 
commission for the examination of of- 
ficers at the great military hospital Val- 
de-Grace.. Hé Was :permitted by military 
authority to supplement his duties by re- 
suming his. lectures at the hospital for 
children. He isthe soldier type, broad 
shouldered, with gray hair and mus- 
tache, and a _ strong) handsome, face 
above his blue wilitactans and the medals 
across his breast. There is crépe on his 
left arm, for both of his sons died in 
the war. ‘Now, bravely and a little 
grimly, perhaps, he takes his place to 
teach others how they may save their 
sons. His speéch is perfection, for 
France does-not permit her language to 
be mumbled by teachers or actors. The 
vocal organs must be well formed, the 
air passages free to produce the quality 
of tone -she--demands of her pyblic 
speakers. 

Dr. Variot is an_ author in his: profes- 
sion, a pioneer in many ways of infant 
hygiene, a teacher of his colleagues, an

apostle of. ebescuibule or ‘child rearing 
among the people. But he says: * Nei- 
ther medicine nor hygiene can do any- 
thing! to"raise the birth. rate. Our role 
is more modest, yet still efficacious. We 
must strive with all our forces,to com- 
bat mortality, using the scientific -con- 
queststo prevent disease and to-cure it. 
This is the whole art-of medicine.’ The 
fight against the great morbid - Haein 
such as tuberculosis, alcoholism, the in- 
aalubrity of dwellings, begins to be or- 
ganized in all the large centres, but at 
no age of life can we succeed in saving 
so large a number of beings as in the 
first year that follows birth.”’ 


‘Special French Conditions. 

Family life in France differs from ours 
in America. Of the children bornin the 
City of Paris about one-third. are sent 
away from home soon after birth to be 
reared in the country; one-sixth, - the 
children of the rich, have -wet nurses 
brought into the homes, the others take 
their chance of life like children of all 
large cities. 

The chief cause of death among young 
children’ the world over, is found in the 
organs of nutrition, in those organs 
which. receive food to transform it into 
the tissues of the body. The gastro-in- 
testinal tract of a baby is formed: to re- 
ceive and to digest its’ natural food. 
When it: is thus supplied its life and 
growth are reasonably certain, its mor- 
tality less than 4 per cent. When for 
any. reason the supply fails and the in- 
fant must depend’ on artificial. feeding, 
the mortality rate mounted to an in- 
credible degree ‘in .the days before 
scientific feeding. ‘The best that science 
can do leaves a mortality nearly three 
times that of natural feeding, while 
artificial feeding without stience gives 
an infant mortality rate much greater. 

Incidentally it may bé said that’ the 
problems of child nutrition and reafing 
do not end with the nursing period, “but 
extend through the whole, period’ of 
growth. The. majority of all physical 
ilis is generated in the eM Sat 
tract. 

In Paris and other large cities of 
France, the separation of babies from 
their mothers has in itself the very ele- 
ments for a high mortality. The wet 
nurses brought into the homes of the 
rich must as a rule ‘leave their own 
children to artificial. nourishment, with 
its high mortality rate eVen under the 
best circumstances. These are not like- 
ly to exist in a home where the mother 
is- obliged to leave for service in this 
capacity. 

Wet nursing is, of course, the best sub- 
stitute for maternal nursing. As an ih- 
stitution it does not exist in America, 
where it introduces more diffictilties 
than it solves. Paris’ gives its found- 
lings, its abandoned children, to women 
in the country ‘to nurse after they have 
successfully nursed their own children 
until old enough for other food. There 
is then no temptation to cheat the foster 
child "Whom the Government supports. 

Artificially Raised Children. 

Of the children sent to the country the 
vast. majority are reared artificially: 
that**fs,''on ‘the bottle... The mortality 
under one year of age is between 30 and 
40. per cent. In well-administered cities 
the rate may be as low as 10 per centi, 
as in some parts of Paris, while in other 
parts among the poor it is 24 per cent. 
under one year of age. In the institu- 
tions which we know as ‘‘ baby farms”’ 
the mortality is very high at times. _ 

The cause of infant mortality seeond 
to gastro-intestinal disease is-a condi- 
tion at birth due to the weakness, Dov- 
erty, overwork, or other influence.on 
the health of the mother. Here are ee 
indications for prénatal hygiene, e 
care of the expectant mother to favor 
vigorous offspring. 

Whatever the causes, whatever the 
forces working for the depopulation of 
France, it goes without saying that they 
have increased and multiplied 4n the 
years of war. The campaign for re- 
population attacks all these forces 
simultaneously. The program is prac- 
tically that of all other progressive na- 
ticns. It includes the Care of the ex-

From the multitude 
of war nurses France will organize the 
profession.of the trained nurse, not the 
least of whose labors will bd in the 
field’ of infant welfare for the. repopu- 
lation of France.

tional. Many of these have outgrown 
their narrow mindedness, and have be- 
ce@me exemplars of the. broadest educa- 
thon. This’ has been. brought. about 
largely through the intensive work of 
acientists in the Faculties,‘ahd in many 
imstances to the very ‘remarkable fact 
that their Presidents have been chosen 
because of their reputations made as 
professors of chemistry. 

The quick mobilization of our army 
and navy, ahd particularly the rapid 
building up of the suppHés, and muni- 
tions needed, was not due to the kind 
of tuition given by Harvard, and Yale, 
Columbia, Princeton, of Virginia, as 
their course of study provided for be- 
fore 1870, but to the influence of thé 
newer institutions such as Cornell, 
Johns Hopkins, Chicago, Vanderbilt, 
Leland Stanford, and the State colleges 
and universities of the Middle and West- 
ern States. Also “to ‘the technical 
schools, such as the Massachusetts In. 
stitute, Stevens, Troy Polytechnic; Car- 
negie Institute, and many others. 


Changes Perforce. 


This new incentive reacted necessarily 
on. the older institutions. They were 
forced to follow, and have in many in- 
stances done nobly. The medical de- 
partments often led the way. They 
broke away from a two-year curricuJam 
+required preliminary education, and a 
four years’ course, each year advanc- 
ing the student in higher branches of 
medicine. The equipment of these med- 
ical, schools also changed, and to dis- 
secting a sine qua non in anatomy 
there were added laboratory courses in 
chemistry, physiology, and bacterlology, 
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“The initiatlye of the chemist has been 

followed “bythe work.of the physicist, 
especially inthe department of electri¢- 
ity. “The biological group of) sciences 
has alsd forged ahead, a veritable evo- 
lution having taken place in seme in- 
stances where the greatest repreasion of 
such studies was of bed-rock principle 
in the creed of the institution. 


Attractions for Teachers. 


This amplification of studies, and the 
erection of suitable laboratories for 
study and teaching, has been the means 
of attracting men to the profession of 
teaching who not only had special quali- 
fications and love of it, but whe from a 
broader conception of the influence they 
might have in communities have led. the 
trustees of such institutions to limit their 
Poy work in order to give 

titme for research, or for aécépting 
remuné@ration from industrial inéestiga- 
tions and so adding to their meagre sal- 
aries. They were thus enabled to maii- 
tain themselves and their families in a 
mode of life where {hey had a wider in- 
fluence than would have come to then 
solely in classroom teaching.

Findings of Commission. 

Disraeli’s observation that ‘‘a Royal 
Commission is a roundabout way of 
finding out what everybody knows al- 
ready,’ would seem to apply to much of 
the information which was procured by 
the Commission during protracted ‘sit- 
tings.

At the time when the increase of 6 
shillings a ton was announced, William 
Brace, member for a Welsh constit- 
uency and President of the South Wales 
Miners’ Fedération, asserted that the 
miners would not welcomie labor-saving 
machinery merely to produce profits for 
private individuals, but would be ready 
to adopt any means for increasing out- 
put if the mines were. nationalized. 

On March 20, an interim report was 
Yesued which consisted of three parts, 
one signed by the Chairman, another 
by the mine owners, and a third by the 
labor ‘representatives, 

The findings of Mr. Justice Sankey 
appear. to have been inspired not by 
the. evidence submitted as to national- 
ization and its effects, but by fear of 
“industrial unrest,”’ particularly strikes, 
and the comviction that State owner- 
ship prevents strikes, The Government 
-adopted the Chairman’s report, which 
recommended an increase of two shil- 
lings per shift. in the wages of miners 
over 16 and a seven-hour day after 
July 16, 1919, to be limited to six hours 
after July 13, 1921.

We must call into action the 
adenoid gland, exploit thé whole power 
of the organism, straighten out the last 
kink of personality and be for onoe 
ourselves. 

Orgies are dangerous, of course. So 
is Hfe, But it is well to live wholly, if 
it is only once, than: never to have 
touched your maximum. The danger, 
where the Hnes are laid out beforehand, 
ig not really great. Boys that outdo 
themselves in football are seldom the 
ones that get hurt, and full expression 
according to the laws of art is not de- 
moralization, but ithe attaining of: a 
higher round. "The thing is to give your- 
self wholly to the spirit, but to look out 
at the start: what spirit it is to which 
you give yourself.

It must be carried on in humble sub- 
mission to the laws of art.

NN France, in the face of the strikes 

and the threats of strikes which 

have been prevalent there, as else- 
where in the war-wracked world, have 
appeared certain signs of the turning 
of the proverbial worm in the case—the 
general suffering public. Steps have 
actually been taken by the conservative |} 
elements to organize resistance and pre- 
vention. During the not unrecent walk- 
out of the traffic employes one might 
have seen a perfectly good Countess 
acting ag ticket seller in one. of the sta- 
tions of the metropolitan subway in 
Paris, while a Baron of the house of 
Rothschild drove an autobus. Also the 
students of the engineering department 
of the Central School yolunteered as 
motormen on the trams or street cars. 
Altogether thig did not amount to much, 
perhaps, and the strikers were not seri- 
ously intimidated. 

However, there may be. more in afi un- 
dertaking to enroll the old soldiers as 
strikebreakers,

-The. proper starting point, then, for 
all discussion of the social problem is 
the consideration of the ‘individualist 
theory of industrial society. This grew 
up, as all the.world knows, along with 
the era of machinery itself. -It had its 
counterpart onthe political ‘side in the 
risé of representative democratic gov- 
ernment. , Machinery, industrial lib- 
erty, political démocracy—these three 
things _represent the basis of the 
progress of the nineteenth century. 


A New Social Order. 
The chief exposition of the system 'is 


miodern science. of political economy. 
Beginning as controv ersialists anxious | 
to overset a particulat system of trade 
regulation,. they. ended. by becoming 
the exponents-of a new’ social order. 
Modified and amended as their system 
is -in. its ‘practical application, it still 
largely. conditions our outlook today. 
It is‘ to this system tpt we must 
turn. 

The general outline of the classical 
theory of political economy is so clear 
and so simple that it can. be presented 
within the briefest:compass. It began 
with certain postulatés, or assump- | 
tions, to a great extent unconscious, 
of the conditions to which it applied. | 
Tt assumed ’the existence of the~ State | 
and of contract. It took for granted | 
the existence of individual property, 
in consumption goods, in capital goods, | 
and, witha certain hesitation, in land. 
The last assumption was. not pathiags| 
without: misgivings: -Adam Smith is | 
disposed to look askance at landlords | 
as men who. gathered where they. hare 
not strawed. John Stuart Mill, as is 
well known, was more and more in- 
clined, with advancing reflection, ‘to 
question the ‘sanctity of landéd prop- 
erty as the basis of social institutions. 
But for the most part. property, con- | 
tract and the. coercive’ State. were 
fundamental a rer eames with clas- 
sicists.

With this.there went, on the psycho- | 
logical side, the further assumption | 
of a general selfishness of self seeking | 
as the principal motive of -the indi- | 
vidual in the economic sphere. 
enough this ‘assumption—the mest | 
warrantable of the lot—was the earli- | 
est. to fall into - disrepute.

Equitarian can 
question the fact that Cohan, through- 
out hig acting.and managing career, has 
beeh a-better friend of the actors: ‘than 
hq hes ofthe managers. ‘Phere is even 

a story—and it cémes with authority— 
po Cohan wad prepared to toss a 
bombshell into the managers’ camp. as 
long ago as the Claridge luncheon, the 
luncheon at which the Equity -officials 


.| were first asked to meet the managers | 


to talk over the terma of a new. con- 

The managers knew in a general way 
what the contract demands of 
Rauity would be, and, knowing, too, 
that the actors were prepared to ask 
more than they would be content with, 
they were prepared also to refuse. What 
no one knew ‘et the time was that Co- 
han was prepared to astonish his fel- 
low-managers by @ flat declaration, in 
front of the actors, that the latter were 
entitled to practically everything that 
they were asking for. 

This was the situation when Francis 
Wilaon, making the first speech for the 
actors, was unlucky enough to begin 
on a note which, although far from 
hostile, was sufficiently belligerent | to 
give the managers cause for offense. 

‘“Five years ago,”’ he is reported to 
have said, ‘‘ the actor.came before you 
with his hat in his hand. It is différ- 
ent today.” 

There is, to be sure, no certain way 
of figuring-these things, but it is at 
least an odds-on bet that Francis Wil- 
son’s “ hat-in-the-hand ’’ speech was the 
indirect cause of the actors, stage 
hands, and musictans’ strike. It led, 
almost immediately, to a wordy battle 
between Mr. Wilson and David Belasco, 


-in the course of which the latter, rais- 


ing his hand dramatically on high, 
called upon the heavens to witness that 
he ‘‘ would be carried feet first from 
his theatre’’ before he permitted an 
actor to dictate to him. 

Cohan, although he indulged in no 
such melodramatic outburst, was some- 
thing more than annoyed by the tone of 
the proceedings, and-.later joined with 
the rest of the managers in opposing 
the principal concession which the act- 
ors ed—payment for all extra mati- 
nees. at the demand was just Cohan 
subsequently admitted—as did the other 
managers when they granted it ten days 
ago in the néw contract—but the fact 
remains that he opposed it along with 
the others. 

Mr. Cohan's attitude when the strike 


came is“in part explained by this story. [~ 


He was indeed ‘‘ terribly hurt.4& Know- 
ing his own feelings toward ¢ per- 
former, he saw only the injustices of 
the strike, and none of its® justices. 
From the beginning he has fought: it 
bitterly—more bitterly, perhaps, than 
any other theatrical manager. He 
worked like a demon thé day following 
the calling of the strike to get ‘‘ The 
Royal Vagabond ’’ into condition to re- 
open. He went into the cast and each 
evening he pretended to make light of 
the situation by bringing a few allusions 
to it into play, but he derived no joy 
from the laughter which followed. Even 
then the thing was Geaaty” serious to 
him. 

At the Fidelity meetings, dethiceais the 
spirit of levity has been fairly general 
among the speakers, Cohan has con- 
tinued the serious man. most of the 
time. When he has not been speaking 
he has generally sat in the background 
with his head in his hands; when he has 
spoken it has beén for the most part 
It has 
been only at Iong intervals that he has 
shaken the burden from his shoulders 
long enough to indulge in a jest. One 
of these was when he took office ep 
President of the organization and ;had 
stood for five minutes while the Fidel- 
ity members cheered him. The crowd 
literally-went crazy. 

Leaning far over toward the table at 
which the newspaper men sat, Cohan 
apoke -his first words as President of 
the Actors’ Fidelity League. 

‘‘I hope the gentlemen of the press 
will kindly make note of the fact,’’ he 
gaid, ‘‘that Mr. Cohan received his 
usual reception when he entered the 
room.”’

After he had made his hit it was re- 
ported that he had come out of bur- 
lesque, but none of the strictly Broad- 
way crowd knew what he had been do- 
ing. there. They imagined, after the 
fashion of Broadway, that Barton Was 
their own discovery; that burlesque had 
been permitting his light to twinkle 
unseen in some obscuré corner. But the 
facts are otherwise. The patrons of the 
Columbia and Hurtig and Seamon's ere 
surely éntitled to «a gentlemanly 
chuckle apiece at Broadway's “‘ ewe 
ery ’’ of Barton.

I congratulate the men’ and women 
who. struggled to make the actors’ ¢con- 
dition in the theatre better, but I de- 
plore the lack. of vision which per- 
mitted them, in order to gain power, 
to sell their artist’s birthright—free- 
dom-—to an outside force that, by its 
very nature, cannot understand creative 
work or guide it. 

Who but an artist could possibly com- 
prehend and sympathize with the di- 
rector who might wait & week, to catch 
an actor or actress in the right mood 
to attack a difficult emotional scene? 
Yet I have seen that happen many 
times. But the average person does 
not, realize that actors are ‘not per- 
formers until after the creative moment, 
and: while we go on improving. and 


polishing our scenes continually the real }. 


spark occurs at the inspired moment of 
creation. After that we can go on 
endlessly repeating it. Whoever may 
guide the destiny of the theatre in the 
future, let them be free from any out- 
side interference and with at least some 
artistic: pereeption, some understanding 
of thegactors’ quality. 

Many of the actresses who are making 
impassioned pleas for justice and liberty 
in the. name of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation know that they are selling 
their liberty. Yet through a sense of 
p‘‘loyalty *’ they feel that they must re- 
main true to the “‘ actors’ cause.” The 
actor has vanished from the fighting 
horizon. now. and the trade unions are 
directing this strange and tragic spec: 
tacle.. The only hope that I can see is 
in the Actors’ Fidelity League—as long 
as it maintaine the ideals that dominate 
it now and does not become an ally 
of any outside or inside faction. ‘The 
men and women who have joined it in 
good faith represent the independent 
spirits of the theatre who want to work 
and create and try to reach a higher 
level -of artistic expression and know 
that that will be impossible if governed 
by @ machine so completely at variance 
with artistic endeavor. 

The moral or legal question of a great 
orgenization countenancing and encour- 
aging the breaking of contracts—or the 
tmhistakes' in the. management of the 
theatre that led to this unhappy situa- 
tion--it is impossible for me to discuss, 
My interest lies entirely with the actor 
and the art of acting, and the only 
thing that we can do is to pray and 
fight to save ourselves from exchanging 
chains for shackles, Let us understand 
at once that we cannot turn our pro- 
fession into a trade without disaster to 
the véry foundation upon which {t rests 
—the actor’s individuality and freedom 
of expression.

As a French iatitter I had the oppor- 
tunity to witness. the cases of drunken- 
ness and bad. manners of American sol- 
diers traveling about France, and I can 
say emphatically that when Americans 
drank they did so exactly as they did 
everything else, -with considerable’ of 
what the Pennsylvania Dutchman called 
‘‘ wim, wigor, and witality.’* And pro- 
fanity . was. commonly used in ‘ public; 
genuine, unadulterated profanity, in its 
crudest form—never before an American 

ri in uniform, it is’ true—but without 

estraint before a Frenchwoman. I can 

recall. several. demure French- maidens 
who’ swear fluently, in English without 
the remotest idea of what the words 
convey; and every street woman.in the 
Cities’ of France greets an American 
with a flow of language that is any- 
thing but French, and hardly «to be 
called refined, when she Avishes to ac- 
quaint_the stranger with the extent of 
her English. 

American - soldiers in France all too 
frequently rode upon trains with no 
tickets and no idea of paying fares, and 
they were hardly polite to the conductor 
when he attempted to collect from them, 
Taking seats that had been reserved and 
paid for.by - passengers was}‘another 
form of amusement which was not 
amusing to.an American spectatér who 
saw it all inthe uniform of'a French- 
man. I have. never witnessed a case 
where the French people asserted their 
rights to these. seats, notwithstanding 
the intruders had not in most instances 
even paid their passage money to ride on 
the train. > And ona train out to Rheims 
I saw the mortifying spectacle of three 
‘American officers who refused absolute- 
ly to give up seats which they were oc- 
cupying to the exclusion.of three French 
officers who had orderéd and paid ‘for 
them in advance.. They also commented 
openly and with protenity on the Freneh 
in general. } 

An-American officer (a Captain) “was 
also obnoxiously and offensively drunk 
in my hearing-one night-in a prominent 
music hall of the better class, and his 
remarks took. thé form of an indictment 
of the French nation, its. politics, its 
customs, &c.. It was not infrequent to 
hear in'the Paris subways comments in 
English upon the French, not infre- 
quéntly. coupled with profanity, unvar-

But ‘I wonder whether the “ Woman 
War Worker,’- like. all the. girls «in 
the division I was in, was sever 
alone for six months in -a French: vil- 
lage of eighty inhabitants (when they 
were all home) with two companies of 
soldiers ‘twenty miles. from ‘a railroad, 
with no transportation’ but mule-drawn 
ration wagons, with billets in barns, in 
lofts reached ‘by ladders from the street, 
with no lights but a candle a week when 
they could be got, with rain every 
day, and with no place .to spend. their 
money but two wineshops! Is it strange 
that after the arniistice, after they had 
hiked fifteen days from the Argonne 
with full field packs and finally reached 
this. delightful village—is it strange that 
some of them did get drunk? 

I. don’t. say intoxicated. It is too 
delicate a word for those days. We got 
down to calling a spade a spade out 
there. 

Well, as I say, I was there six months 
last Winter and loved it. I slept in a 
room that had never been heat where 
the snow came in under the door, where 
I performed -my ablutions in a white 
basin with. lukewarm water left fgom 
my hot-water bottle of the night be- 
fore. 

I had a tent with a mud floor (till 
we got sawdust from a town seven kilo- 
meters away to cover the mud,) with 
windows, covered..with white cloth to 
keep out the worst of the wind and rain 
and to let in the light; and I gate in 
the Mayor's kitchen with the Mayor's 
whole family sitting around and watch- 
ing—cats and dogs included in the fam- 
ily. 

And ‘the sdidiers! (I can’t imagine

.Abdicated Kaiser and Sightseeing Tourists 


Former German Monarch Pilloried in a Sense at Amerongen—Since a Camera ‘Click Upset 
His Nerves Herr Hohenzollern Has Shunned Photographers 


By T. WALTER WILLIAMS.

fate of the exiled German ruler, 
William the Second, who has been 
living in Count Bentinck’s castle at 
Amerongen, in the Province of Utrecht, 
Holland, since Noy. 11, 1918. These are 
the United State} and England. 

In America the suggestion has occa- 
sionally been made that to put the for- 
mer Kaiser in a cage for public exhi- 
bition would be the best punishment for 
him. That penalty has been visited more 
than once on offending members of so- 
ciety; and although the fallen German 
monarch is in no cage, there are certain 
aspects in which Amerongei resembles 
a pillory for the public gaze. - 

France does not seem to care what be- 
comes of William. The subject is taboo 
in the Belgian newspapers, and Italy 
has too much:to do, fighting her own in- 
ternal problems, to care what_becomes of 
any foreigner, even if he has been an 
Emperor. e 

There is a sentiment among a certain 
section of German people in favor of 
the return of William Hohenzollern as 
‘King of Prussia,-and this hope is faintly 
entertained by the exiled monarch, so I 
was told during my stay at Amerongen. 


The opinions of various officials*at- 
tached to the embassies and legations at 
The Hague, as well as the Dutch offi- 
cials, is that he will end his days in a 
moated house in the Province of Utrecht. 
The Dutch assert that Holland has al- 
ways been a sanctuary for refugees from 
all parts of the world and that no one, 
whether an Emperor or a plain citizen, 
would be given up unless it were clearly 
proved that he had committed some ex- 
traditable crime. <They say that when 
Germany was triumphant the sympathies 
of Holland were with the Allies, but now 
that Germany is crushed, her army dis- 
banded, and her former ruler a fugitive, 
the: sympathies of the country are with 
the ex-Kaiser and his beaten country. 

If Great Britain presses her demand 
for Emperor William IL. as he is styled 
in Holland, an official investigation will 
be made at Utrecht and a committee ap- 


pointed to go to Amerongen and hear his.

Amerongen is a Summer resort of 
2,400 inhabitatts, where wealthy Dutch- 
men who have made their fortunes 
in the East Indies have built luxurious 


country homes surrounded by trees and 
miniature moats. The village, which ex- 
tends five miles in one direction, gives a 
stranger a good idea of what feudal.life 
was in the Middle Ages. Count Ben- 
tinck, the lord of the castle which shel- 
ters the ex-Kaiser, owns all the land in 
sight and has royal sway over the inhab- 
itants. The landlord of the hotel is not 
permitted to put electric lights or gas in 
the bedrooms or to do anything that 
would attract visitors to the place and 
destroy its mediaeval customs. 
Thousands of young Dutch people ride 
through the village on Sundays and holi- 


days on bicycles like swarms of mos- 


quitos and go down the private road 
past the castle which leads to the River 
Rhine in the hope of getting a glimpse of 
the Kaiser. This is due simply to 
curiosity.. There is little in the way of 
novelties, in Holland, and the people have 
not had a foreign monarch of any im- 
portance there since Louis the Four- 


téenth, who burned down the castle 


owned by Count Bentinck’s ancestors. 
The only diversions permitted in 
Amerongen are bowling at the rear: of 
the Hotel Lievendael, and the piano or- 
gan, which it is permitted to play once 
a week at a private performance before 
the Town Clerk, to demonstrate that all 
the tunes in the répertoire are proper 


and entirely neutral. No victory marches 
or battle tunes of any nationality are 
permitted in Amerongen.

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( Continued from- Page 10) 
whenever he was ready to embark. At 
this period of our history it is gratifying 
to read, in a work now altegether for- 
gotten but one which should be trans- 
lated and placed in the hands of Amer- 
ican youth, of his journey of triumph 
throughout the United States and its 
proof that democracies do not always 
forget their benefactors. . 

Levasseur, the Secretary of Lafayette, 
who, with Lafayette’s only son, named 
after George Washington, accompanied 
him throughout that triumphal voyage, 
recounts in his two-volume work pub- 
lished in 1829 in Paris, with what pe- 
culiar pleasure the invitation of the 
United States came to his master in those 


days. 


Lafayette atrived in New York on 


Aug. 16. From there he proceeded to 
Boston, and then went as far north as 
Portsmouth, N. H., then back to New 
York, and south to Yorktown, Washing- 
ton, Charleston, and New Orleans. At 
the last named place he must have seen 
for the first time~the extent of the 
“township of land” which the Seventh 
and Eighth Congresses, of 1803 and 1804, 
respectively, had granted to him. He 
passed up the Mississippi River, then 
through Kentacky, Ohio, and New York: 
States, to Boston again, where he desired 
to be present at the laying of the corner- 
stone of Bunker Hill Monument on June 


17, 1825. He now turned south to take . 


leave of his friends in Virginia, and, 
having passed through the Potomac 
River, he sailed for home on Sept. 8, 
1826. , 

On Lafayette’s first arrival at N 

York the Governor, the Mayor, and other 
important citizens went out into the har- 
bor to meet him and to escort him into 
the city. From Boston, where he re- 
ceived great homage, he was escorted 
to Harvard College to hear the oration 


before the Phi Beta Kappa-Society. In , 


a church crowded as never in its history 
an audience listened breathlessly to the 
orator, ‘Edward Everett, who, concluding 
his address, paid tribute to Lafayette. 

On his return to New York a grand 
public ball was given to him at Castle 
Garden, in a ‘large hall built on the 
water’s edge, at the foot of the Battery. 
The hall was magnificently enamented, 
and as-the General took his seat, what 
appeared to be a painting in front of 
the gallery was raised and there was 
suddenly exhibited a huge transparericy 
with a view of Lagrange, and under- 
neath the words: “ His Home.” 2 

Lafayette passed on from thete to 
Philadelphia, to Baltimore, and then to 
the tomb of Washington, where incidents 
of a solemn nature transpired. He 
arrived at Yorktown on Oct. 19, the 
anniversary of Lord Cornwallis’s sur- 
render, and saw the fields again white 
with tents, but this time the occupants 
were friends of peace collected to do him 
: After a restful visit at Mon- 
ticello with Jefferson, whose health had 
now become too precarious to permit his 
taking part in the public festivities, he 
went to Washington, and was received 
with profound and. fitting-ceremonies by 
the Senate and the House. 

Toward the close of the Summer there 
came the painful farewells to be made 
to his American friends. In Virginia he

The dis- 
tinction be*ween the romantic reverie and 
true meditation is among the many fine 
things of the sort with which the book is 
full. Romantic, morality diverges either 
into egoistic altruism or ruthless megalo- 
mania.

- Romantic 
melancholy is spiritual’ inertia. Romantic 
nostalgia is not h but the de- 
sire to get away from home. 

Romanticism is, in short, a pernicious 
humbug, a pose that might be merely 
laughable were it not taken seriously by so 
many people. The reason it is taken 
seriously by so many people, the author 
tells you, is because it is easy by doing se 
to give your platitudes an air of revela- 
tion, to iden‘ify your profligacies with 
religion—in short, to give your conscience 
a rest. Nwvt caly yeur. conscience but your 
energies. Walt Whitman is a “ cosmic 
loafer,"" H*rgsonism is ‘* transcendental 
idling.” As a result of Rouspeauistic 
teachings we are fleating aimlessly and 
haplessiy on the surface of a murky 
fluxion. Philosophy became sterile with 
Pragmatism. Science has become swollen 
with arrogance until it has almost de- 
stroyed the world. Professor Babbitt for- 
gets that it is not the scientist who has 
caused the war but the Philistine land- 
hungered and robber. The “lust for) 
knowledge * at which he so frequently 
shudders has given us the finest things in 
our civilization.

Its value as a stone in the rising 
arch of the higher religious education will 
depend to a considerable extent upon how 
it is articulated with the other volumes of 
the series. and.upon the breadth given to 
tlie psychology and philosophy of religion, 
for which this anthropological and histori- 
cal study is a good background. 
One might make the suggestion that in a 
series of books dealing. with the whole of 
religion, as it is pertinent to the education 
of the student in college and university, 
and limited to-nine volumes, relatively too 
much attention has been given to phases of 
religion that have already been .well treat- 
ed,and too little to the néWer scientific as- 
pects of the study of religion-as a whole. 
Much ef course depends -upon one's interest. 
and point of view in estimating the place 
in education of such culture miaterial, but 
the philologist and the historian will seem 
to,some readers to be over-represented in 
this library of religious literature. To keep 
the balance true one would expect an: un- 
usual book from Professor Weigie; who has 
undertaken the task of writing the volume 
dealing with the psychology of religion. A 
beok treating comprehensively the subject 
of religious education itself might well have 
a place in the series.
